genuine heroes of World War II, and one of the war's nest 
noble spirits," He suggested the U.N. Human Rights 
Commission's Working Group on Disappearances be authorized 
to "make a renewed search and a full report" on the case. 

We continue to work closely with the Swedish Government 
to investigate reports alleging that Mr. Wallenberg might 
still be alive. Thus far, we have been unable to 
substantiate this information. Nevertheless, we will 
maintain a cooperative effort with the Swedish Government 
and other interested parties to seek information that will 
clarify the fate of thic brave man. 

On January 17, 1985, President Reagan issued a 
statement to mark the fortieth anniversary of Raoul 
Wallenberg's disappearance and to commemorate "his heroic 
deeds in saving thousands of Hungarian Jews." In his 
statement, the President said, "We will continue to insist 
that the Soviet Union has a moral obligation to answer, once 
and for all, the questions we have about his fate."
